private country clubs The order fol 
lows:

scription, including coal, coke or natural 
gas, fuel oil or other petroleum products 
or use power derived from any such fuel 
for purposes of heating or cooking, ex

“1. This regulation shall not be con 
Strued to prevent or restrict the use ot 
wood or peat for heating or cooking 
purposes by any country club when such 
wood or peat is available without the us«

“2. Any private country club may use 
or burn fuel other than wood or peat for 
heating or cooking purposes on receivins 
a permit for such use from the U. 5 
Fuel Administration. Such permit may) 
be granted upon receipt of a certificate 
from the Fuel Administrator for the 
state within which country club applying 
therefor is located, that the fuel can

There are several essential fac- 
tors other than the characteristics 
of the oil itself to be considered in 
the selection of a proper lubricant 
for internal combustion engines. 
Among these essential factors are 
the type and condition of the ma- 
chine, the method of applying the 
lubricant, the construction of the 
lubricating system and the climatic 
conditions under which the oil must 
operate.

improper lubrication is the formation of 
this carb deposit around and under 
the piston rings.

In connection with the physical char 
acteristics of the carbon deposit it is 
of importance to select a_ lubricant

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HE wise oil marketer today will not tie his 
gasoline up to any particular set of specih 
itions so far as the general public is con 
erned. Before we get thru with this war, even 
the public is apt to have entirely different ideas 
om what it has now as to what is good gaso 


line 
1 lf the war goes long enough, the public may 
5 ery cheerfully be pouring a straw colored, 


ul smelling product into its auto tanks, 
vhich may give them more power and less 

irbon than any gasoline produced at the 
present time. 

It is entirely possible that the public may be 
exercising such care with its carburetor adjust 
ments that there is practically no odor from 
the exhaust of their motors with this gasoline, 
lue to all of the gasoline being consumed in 
the motor. 

We have not gotten to straw colored gaso 
ine or the real bad smelling stuff yet, but in 
lications are that we are headed tn that general 
lirection. We may arrive there even within 
the next year, because the war is pulling the 
gasoline situation—even as far as specifications 
are concerned—clear out of gear. 

If the predictions of experts come true and 
there is every reason to believe from present 
facts that they will come true, this country will 
Ye up against more of a gasoline shortage a 
year from now than it has any idea of at the 
present time 

All cars will probably have to be used with 
great care. Maybe the government will insist 
upon it or maybe the government will let the 
price to the consumer go where it will, maybe 
10 cents or 50 cents a gallon, maybe more 


But the war’s demands for gasoline will 
force every refiner to put in some kind of 
racking process, whether he wants to or not, 
vhether he believes in that gasoline or not, and 
var’s demand for gasoline will cause such in 
vestigation of the products, as to find out abso 
lutely which is the better, straight run o1 
racked, or a blend of both, or a blend of both 
vith casing-head ; in other words, what might 
be called a synthetic or built-up gasoline. 

Opinions of a number of experts today are 
that the cracked products with their aromatic 
hydrocarbons will give more power than the 
straight run; also, as has been published in a 
number of articles in this paper, chiefly by Dr 
W. F. Rittman, by cutting out these aromatic 
hydrocarbons which make the straw color to 
raw gasoline and give it the bad odor, we are 
cutting the quantity one-half per cent or less 
that otherwise would be available for our use. 

For the last several years we have just begun 
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to find out that we knew practically nothing 
about hydrocarbons, and that possibly if we 
proceeded along the various investigations 
which have been under way, we might some 
day learn something Old ideas are being 
wrecked every day. 

So the wise marketer will not confine his 
sales efforts solely to gasoline whose quality, 
he alleges, is based upon a certain gravity, or 
even possibly a certain color, or even of any 
certain, definite description. 

While a change is taking place in the in 
dustry, the wise marketer will watch closely 
so that he is able to adapt his sales policy to 
the changing product, so that should it be 
necessary or desirable for the industry to use 
what has heretofore been a condemned product, 
the wise marketer will be able to put it out 
without having to swallow too many of his 
previous words. 


HAT does “immediate shipment” 
mean: 

What does “prompt shipment” mean? 

How many battles have been fought over 
the definition of these two words in the oil 
industry? Consider how much ill feeling has 
been engendered by buyer and seller being un- 
able to agree as to what they were talking 
about. 

Yet the industry continues to buy stuff for 
“immediate shipment” or “prompt shipment” 
or “early shipment,” and sellers continue to 
believe that “immediate shipment” means any- 
where from the next hour to the next thirty 
days, and “prompt shipment” anywhere from 
the next several days to the next sixty days 

It’s crimes such as these that create the twi 
light zone which instigates and keeps alive 
many of the evils of the oil industry. Lack of 
definiteness of these two words has made it pos- 
sible for the objectionable fly-by-night brokers 
to “string” a buyer along on an “immediate 
shipment” for months at a time 

The Rules Governing Trade in Petroleum as 
drafted by the Independent Petroleum Market- 
ers’ Association some years ago, which seek by 
defining existing terms and practices in the oil 
business to eliminate this twilight zone, say 
that the word “immediate,” when referring to 
shipments, means within five working days. 
“Prompt” means within ten working days. 

These are arbitrary periods. The industry 
may prefer to have the word “immediate” 
mean three working days or six working days, 
and the word “prompt” means tewnty working 
days; but, whatever it is, let it be something 
measured in days, so that everyone will know 
exactly what everyone else is talking about.
